17 Killed When Airliner 
Crashes Landing In Florida 


By LAYTON DEWING 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla. iffi — An 


airliner crashed and burned on its 
landing run tod-ay, killing all 17 
persons aboard. 


It was only a quarter of a mile 


from the runway at the airport 
when it hit the top of a tree in 
the early morning darkness an<! 
crashed. 


The Eastern Air Lines Constella- 


tion was shattered. 
Its passengers apparently never 


had time to try to escape. The 
cabin was twisted and mashed. 


Five of the dead were crew 


members. On the plane also was 
a body of a man being shipped 
from Miami for buri-al. 


16 Badly Burned 


Sixteen of the bodies were badly 


burned. It was three hours after 
the 3:40 a.m. crash before firemen 
could remove them. 


Witnesses said the plane ap- 


peared to be in no trouble as it 
started on its landing run at the 
port 12 miles north of Jacksonville. 


The last word from the pilot, 


Capt. Tom McBrien, w-as that he 
was coming in for a landing-. 


Leroy ConneB, e boilermaker, 


was 
drinking 
coffeei 
when^ he 


looked out a window of his home 
in the thinly wooded, sparsely set- 
tled area. 


"I saw the landing lights go on, 


then there was a sound — it might 
have been an explosion- or the 
sound the pl-ane made as it hit 
the tops of the trees," he said.

"The big ship fell but there was 


no fire until it hit the ground." 


William. Hess, a foundry worker, 


was in the yard of his home when 
tie heard the plane coming in. He 
looked up. 


"It appeared to hit the top of 


some pine trees only about 50 feet 
from, where I was standing," he 
said. "It sounded like it was in 
rood mechanical condition but it 
seemed just to come ir too low.

Crashes Landing In Florida

JACKSONVILLE, Fla. OH — An 


airliner crashed and burned on its 
landing run tod-ay, killing all 1 
persons aboard. 


It was only a. quarter of a mil' 


from the runway at the airpor 
when it hit the top of a tree in 
the early morning darkness an< 
crashed. 


The Eastern Air Lines Constella- 


tion was shattered. 


Its passengers apparently never 


had time to try to escape. The 
cabin was twisted and mashed. 


Five of the dead were crev 


members. On the plane also was 
a body of a man being shipper 
from Miami for buri-al. 


16 Badly Burned 


Sixteen of the bodies were badly 


burned. It was three hours after 
the 3:40 a.m. crash before firemen 
could remove them. 


Witnesses said the plane ap- 


peared to be in no trouble as i' 
started on its landing run at the 
port 12 miles north of Jacksonville, 


The last word from the pilot, 


Capt. Tom McBrien, was that he 
was coming in for a landing.

The anthracite bill, sponsored by 


six Democrats from the Lacka- 
wanne arid Luzerne County an- 
thracite region, would double the 
bonds required to insure fulfillment 
of reforestation rules. 


Approved 124-60 without discus- 


sion, the new proposal gives opera- 
tors one year to backfull all strip 
pits so the overburden removed in 
mining is replaced and leveled. At 
present only the exposed surface 
of coal to a five foot depth must 
be covered. 


To Up Bond Requirements

Under Senate 
rules, that House-passed bill can be 
reconsidered and am ended for an­ 
other vote. 
Diehm said there w as “ strong 
sentim ent’’ within the Republican 
caucus to shape that particular bill 
into a sales tax since the Senate 
ha.s no power to originate tax m eas­ 
ures. 
C hairm an Sarraf (D—Allegheny) 
said his House Ways and Means 
Com m ittee didn’t take action to 
preclude consideration of a sales 
tax at a future date. 
Bill Not Killed 
“ It doesn’t kill it when you table 
it,” he told newsmen. “ The com ­ 
m ittee simply decided not to send 
the bills to the floor at the present 
tim e /’ 
The effect of thee 12-5 com m ittee 
vote to table the sales ta x —a type 
of levy which Gov. Leader has 
prom ised to veto—w as to put Re­ 
publicans on notice that D em ocrats 


m eant business in opposing the

, W ednesday, thus assuring the 1955

Approve School Appropriations 
The previous record was held by 
the 1951 Legislature which didn’t 
adjourn until Dec. 22. 
The last action before taking the

ing until Jan. 16—saw both houses 
approve a 561 million school appro­ 
priation. 
Sent to the governor for his sig­ 
nature, the com prom ise appropria­ 
tion was the result of a Joint House- 
Senate conference which saw’ the 
previous 566 million dollar figure 
cut by 5 millions. 
Teacher Pay Boost 
Left Intact, however, was a 31 
million dollar extra pay boost for 
teachers. 
Approval

appropriation 
paved the way for borrowing from 
the Highway Fund to help pay

Diehm. said there was "strong 


sentiment" within the Republican 
caucus to shape that particular bill 
into a sales tax since the Senate 
has no power to originate tax meas- 
ures.

million dollar extra pay boost for 
teachers. 


Approval of the appropriation 


paved the way for borrowing from 
the Highway Fund to help pay

Keeping track of your stereo or 
regular color slides can be made a 
lot easier with the help of colored 
adhesive tape. It is a handy visual 
method to Identify quickly specific 
groups, subject matter or particular­ 
ly good slides that are your favorites.

DEFENSE SEEK 
$1 BILLION FOR 
GUIDED MISSILE 


WASHINGTON W — The Penta- 


gon, proposing: a big: boost In its 
budget next year, contemplates 
spending a billion dollars for guid- 
ed missile development. 


Secretary of Defense Wilson told 
news conference yesterday the 


military will ask Congress to ap- 
>rove a billion-dollar increase in 
defense spending over the 34 Vi bil- 
lions currently estimated for the 
present year. The Pentagon pre- 
sses also that Congress Increase 
>y almost two billion dollars the 
amount of money appropriated for 
defense over the 33 billions asked 
or the current year. About a bil- 
ion dollars of. this would go into 
the pipeline to pay for -weapons 
,o be bought in later years. 
Among other new Items to ap- 


pear in Wilson's budget recom- 
mendations will be money to begin 


ilding the first surface ship to 


>e driven by atomic power. This 
Navy warship, Wilson indicated, 
probably will be of cruiser size 
and incorporate the newest of arm- 
aments, such as gliided missiles. 


"Substantial Expansion" 


Wilson remarked that he was 
'not quite ready" to discuss the 
over-all organization of the armed 
'orces in guided missile develop- 
ment and production. 


But he did provide a more defi- 


nite Index of what he previously 
lad described as a substantial ex- 
pansion in the missile field. 


The plan is for the Defense De- 


partment to spend about one-third 
more next year on guided mis- 
siles than in the present year. The 
estimate for such spending this 
this year is about 150 million dol- 
airs. Wilson said the shift in em- 
phasis is from, conventional weap- 
ons to "things we would like to 
iave." 


There were questions about the 


intermediate range, ballistic mis- 
sile, which Wilson had indicated 
at -an earlier conference should 
have a range of about 1,500 miles 
— compared 
with 
a 
sought-for 


range of 5,000 miles, for the inter- 
continental ballistic missile. The 
Army is working on an intermedi- 
ate missile at its Bedstone Arsenal 
at Huntsville, Ala., where it has 
produced .a tactical range rocket 
:alled Bedstone with a reported 
300 to 500-mile range. 


Wilson said the Bedstone proj- 


ect is "simply an extension of 
•what they have been. doing." This 
suggested that the range of Bed- 
stone is being boosted, possibly by 
the- use of a multistage rocket sys- 
tem.

regular color slides can be made a 
lot easier with the help of colored 
adhesive tape 
It is a handy visual 


method to identify quickly specific 
groups, subject matter or particular- 
ly good slides that are your favorites. 


Sooner or later, most camel a fans 


who shoot color slides make their 
own. Individual discovery about tnis 
stunt and devise their own systems 
They see how simple it is to add— 
and loo'* for—a touch of color no 
matter •'where their slides are kept 
or how they are filed 
It can be 


adapted in filing negative envelopes 
and pnnt folders as well. 


When I first tried the color tab 


idea some years ago, the quality of 
the adhesive tape was not quite 
satisfactory 
Now a new type of 


plastic adhesive tape ]£ on the mar- 
ket It conies in six bright colors 
and seems to hold well even when 


in srrall sections 


My method is to go over each new 


batch ot processed slides carefully. 
If any are oad and should be dis-

out they go. pronto 


(Don t clutter up your collection 
with picture6 for which you must 
apologize). Next, duplicates, related 
groups and sequences are gathered 
together.

similar pictures, select the best ones

(In my case, 


the others are put aside to be mailed 
later to iry son and h'.s family. It's 
a good waj to keep a pictorial link 
between n.embers of a family who 
are miles apart). 


The "lides for permanent filing

in the same area on the slide You 
can add a second colo*- to refer to a 
related sub-group 
Then if 
the 


slides get scattered during- hand 
viewing, the same groups can be 
assemb'ed in correct position by 
referring to the color tabs alone 


Lastly come n<y blue ribbon selec- 


tions These are the pictures I be- 
lieve are best, the ones I wouldn't 
mind showing to vistors Each of 
these gets a blue tab at the right 


hand, top corner At any time In 
the future. I'm prepared to show m> 
favorite pictures of any event with- 
out mush tune searching.for them. 


Filed In Cabinet 


My stereo slides are filed in a six- 


drawer cabinet On hectic occa- 
sions, di-awers have been upset and 
all the s ides mixed ivp Now each 
draw er has its own color tab and the 
slides that belong in it have corre- 
sponding color tabs. This color 
code can be put on the sides or bot- 
tom of the sliae if it is felt that it 
might be mistaken for the subject 
matter designation. 


A good many fans now file their

M ch. <7P) _ William 
Weaver, good looking and 15, walked 
out into the sunl ght with th** 
double-barrelled hope of a young 
hunter. 
Before the day wa* over, Wil­ 
liam Weaver became a statistic 
on hunting fatalities. 
Bill and a young companion were 
out hunting ducks. Bill’s buddy 
tripped on a stick, fell and the 
gun fired. Bill died instantly, a 
wad of shot behind his left ear. 
Police ruled the shooting as acci­ 
dental. 
Bill’s case is of special Interest 
because it is in his age group 
that the hunting rate is highest 
and because his type of accident 
ta one of the most common. 
The 
conservation 
department 
took a close look.at deer hunting 
accidents in Michigan from 1943 to 
1954. (Statistics are about the same 
for small game hunters.) Here is 
W hat they found: 
Statistics Report 
For every 10.000 licenses issued, 
there were five accidents in the 
11-17 age group; 3 6 among hunters 
18-20; 1.7 in the 21-30 age bracket 
and only 9 among hunters over 31. 
In 1954 there were 19 hunters 
killed and 230 injured — just in 
Michigan. The greatest toll was 
taken by hunters who misjudged 
their positions and shot compan­ 
ions. Careless loading and unload­ 
ing also took its toll.

York, New Jersey and California, 
require you to take a course in

LANSING, Mich. (/P) — William 


Weaver, good looking and 15, walked 
out into the sunl'ght with the 
double-barrelled hope of a young 
hunter. ' 


Before the day was over, Wil- 


liam Weaver became a statistic 
on hunting fatalities.- 


Bill and a young companion were 


out hunting ducks. Bill's buddy 
tripped on a stick, fell and the 
gun fired. Bill died instantly, a 
wad of shot behind his left ear. 
Police ruled the shooting as acci- 
dental. 


Bill's case is of special interest 


because it is in his age group 
that the hunting rate is highest. 
and because! his type of accident 
is one of the most common. 


The 
conservation 
department 


took a close look.at deer hunting 
accidents in Michigan from 19*43 to 
1954. (Statistics are about the same 
for small game hunters) Here is 
What they found: 


Statistics Report 


For every 10,000 licenses issued, 


there were five accidents in the 
11-17 age group; 3 6 among hunters 
18-20; 1.7 in the 21-30 age bracket 
and only -9 among hunters over 31. 


In 1954 there were 19 hunters 


killed and 230 injured — just to 
Michigan. The greatest toll was 
taken by hunters who misjudged 
their positions and shot compan- 
ions.

Hurricanes, tornadoes and other 


major wind storms have been put- 
ting ail house building Ideas to 
severe tests A house may get by 
local building- code inspectors. It 
may win the approval of a mort- 
gage company and an insurance 
company. But whether it will stand 
up against a real big wind Is some- 
thing else. 


In known hurricane zones, houses 


are built with this hazard in mind. 
(But lately, since these storms have 
'been named after girls, they seem 
to insist on exerc:smg a woman's 
prerogative of changing her mind 
and they wander all over the map 
apparently looking for houses that 
don't expect them. 


One of the worst wind storms that 


ever cut a swath through New Eng- 
land left one house standing right 
in the middle of its path ^through 
Worcester, Mass., ? couple of years 
ago. Engineers rushed to Worces- 
ter, to find out what that house 
had that other houses didn't have. 


Secrets Of Survivn.1 


There it stood, so sturdy and 


tough that a board from a neigh- 
boring house had 
been driven 


through one -of its walls like a. 
spear. The experts found the sec- 
rets of this home's survival in (1) 
tight anchorage to its foundation 


— it was bolted down ev-v '«ur 
feet, (2) in corner bracing to pre- 
vent the racking i.;»u »..__ 0 —c 
pull houses apart, and (3) in ade- 
quate nailing — joists and rafters 
were fastened to plates with twice 
the usual number of malls and even 
the asphalt shingles on the roof had 
twice the amount of nailing com- 
monly used. 


So there you have it: Sound con- 


struction and no skimping on nails. 
It seems tbat a generous use of 
tough metal does wonders for good 
lumber.
